Hints Worth Remembering. 


Vitality of Seeds. The germinating vitality of our California grown seeds is from five to thirty per 
cent higher than the best European or Eastern grown seeds. This important fact is due to the peculiar 
climatic and soil conditions existing in California which give every seed from the earliest to the latest an 
opportunity to perfectly mature. Our sweet pea seeds may be mentioned as a remarkable illustration, their 
vitality being from forty to sixty per cent higher than the finest English grown seed. 

When seeds fail to grow it is as arule neither their fault or ours. Too deep or too shallow planting, 


poorly prepared or cold, water-soaked soil is much oftener the cause. 


Trees and Plants Will Grow. But intelligent care must be exercised. Open the packages in the 
shade and be careful not to expose the roots of the newly arrived plants to the air for more than a few min- 
utes. Have the soil thoroughly prepared and plant them the same depth as they stood in the nursery. Firm 
the ground well around the roots. See that they do not dry out and keep the soil finely pulverized about 
them. 


Thorough Cultivation. In California thorough cultivation is the key-note of success. Your ground 
cannot be plowed or dug too deep nor kept too loose and fine on the surface. The Planet Jr. wheel hoes and 


cultivators are the most useful garden labor-saving implements in the world. 


Application of Water. There is a good rule that applies to the application of water, whether by ir- 
rigation ditch or the watering can. Never apply water to trees or plants unless it is actually needed. Wa- 
ter should be applied only to assist nature in perfect development, and not to force artificial production, 


which will eventually deteriorate the quality of your soil or products. 


Fertilizers. If the soil be ordinarily good, young trees and plants do not require any fertilizer until they 
have made a good start; even then it should not be given unless there is some apparent need, or crops are 
taken off which impoverish the soil. Over feeding is as bad for plants as it is for children. Barn yard 
manure should only be applied in the early Winter and then plowed under as soon as possible, so that it 
,may decay before dry weather sets in. 

For lawns and gardens superphosphates, bone meals etc., are cheaper, cleaner and in every way better 
than stable manure. If the ground is hard, a little sand or thoroughly rotted manure will improve its me- 


chanical condition. 


Fighting Insects. A good dusting of ‘‘Hammond’s Slug Shot” will kill most any kind of insects; leaf 
eating worms and bugs can also be destroyed by sponging the foliage with a weak solution of paris green, a 
solution of Fir Tree oil is also an excellent remedy; and tobacco soap will dispose of green fly (aphis). Mealy 
bugs can be exterminated by touching the insects and affected parts with the tip of a feather dipped in coal 
oil. Whale oil soap is also a well-known remedy. For scale upon fruit trees the standard remedies should 
be applied. An application of Sulphur or Bordeaux mixture is a most effective preventative and destroyer of 


mildew.

Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches 
of greenhouses or in sheds, wherever a uniform tempera- 
ture of fifty degrees can be maintained. The bedsshould 
be made according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, 
and it requires about two months for them to begin bear- 
ing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from straw and lit- 
ter, and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture 
with it. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it 
every day to prevent heating, until the pile is large 
enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or 
four feet wide, eight inches deep, and any length de- 
sired, are the proportions for a bed; but these may be 
varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and manure, mak- 
ing the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the 
back of the spade. Leave this to heat through for a few 
days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees make 
holes in the bed about afoot apart each way, into which 
put pieces of the spawn two or three inches in diameter; 
fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration 
of a week or ten days the spawn will have thoroughly 
diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh 
soil over the heap to the depth of two inches, and cover 
with three or four inches of hay, straw or litter. 
Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry. 
Take special care, however, when water is given, 
that it be at a temperature of about 100 degrees.

Roses 


Roses easily adapt themselves to circumstances and will grow with but little care, but generous treat- 
ment insures a healthy bush and an abundance of flowers. They do best in a rich loamy or clayey soil, and 
can safely be planted any time from February Ist to the last of May, or in the fall. When planting cut the 
bushes back to sound eyes turning outward. Remove all weakly wood, spread the roots out naturally, and 
trim broken ends smooth. If the plant is from a pot and the ball still remains, loosen it slightly before set- 
ting in the ground. Firm the soil around the plant well, and water thoroughly, being careful to surface with 
dry, pulverized earth. Water only when the plant shows signs of needing it, and give no fertilizer until the 


first growth has hardened.

From over the seas, the beautiful chrysanthemum has come to us, and we have loved this child of the 
Mikado’s realm so well, that limitless thought and skill has been exercised in its development. So many 
beauties and graces have unfolded, that it is indeed a task to bring the list within comprehensive bounds. 
All of the varieties offered, have been carefully noted when blooming the past season, and more than 100 
have been eliminated, while about 60 superb new varieties have been added. 

If fine flowers are desired, plants should never be grown from divisions, as they develop a strong dispo- 
sition to produce suckers. Cuttings from the tips of thrifty shoots, make the best plants, and produce the 
finest flowers. 

Set the plants in rich loamy, or even heavy soil, pinch the top out from the Ist to the 30th of June; 
water sparingly until June or July; remove all side branches from three or four of the stoutest stalks, upon 
each of which from one to a dozen of the finest buds should be allowed to remain.. When the buds begin to 
develop, water freely and use plenty of weak manure-water as a stimulant until the flowers are half expand- 
ed. Shelter if possible from hot sun, wind and rain.

During the past year, palms have increased immensely in popularity for the interior decoration of homes, 
for which purpose they are better suited than almost any other class of plants. 
Palms give to California gardens a stately grace that is our pride and a source of constant wonder to vis-

Palms for interior decoration should have the soil kept moist, not wet, and should be given fresh air 


daily. 


The dust should be wiped from the leaves with a soft rag or sponge, at least once or twice a week. 


Out of doors the hardy sorts will thrive in any good soil, but plenty of water must be given until the 
roots become established, and they like shelter from strong winds.

Fruit Department. 


California is to-day the greatest fruit-producing district in the world, and the average intelligence of the 
growers ig much higher than that of any other rural population. Nevertheless there are many avoidable mis- 
takes made each year in the selection of locations and varieties. 

pies fruit-grower should have a Model Orchard, and there is no difficulty about it if a systematic begin- 
ing is made. 

The first step toward failure is to purchase trees from irresponsible tree agents or nurseries. Trees should 
never be purchased from other than the most reliable nurserymen who have a reputation at stake, and can not 
afford to send out stock untrue to name or infested with insect pests. 

The location of land to be planted, its relation to the railroad, the character of the soil and of the water, if 
irrigation is to be used, should all be carefully considered, and varieties selected which will not only thrive, but 
can be made profitable for drying, canning or shipping green, as may seem most practicable. 

Few varieties should be planted, and not those which the grower fancies, but those that will pay; this is 
one of the secrets of success in commercial orchards. 

Where several varieties are to be planted, they should be selected so that they will not all ripen at once, and 
thus demoralize your working force. 

Home orchards are planted for the pleasure to be derived from the fruits, and the varieties should be se- 
lected to ripen in rotation and for superiority of flavor. 

The ground should be so deeply plowed and so well levelled and pulverized that very large holes to receive 
the roots of the trees will be unnecessary. The square system of planting is best, and the rows should be per- 
fectly straight. 

Give the trees plenty of room and do not plant crops between. 

Keep the ground free from weeds and thoroughly pulverized by frequent cultivations. This is a stage secret, 
and some of the fruit growers know the lines so well that they cultivate as often as ten times a season. 

Planting can be done from November to March, according to the season, but orders should be placed early. 

Trees when received from the nursery, should at once be opened and heeled in until wanted for planting, 
care being taken not to expose the roots. Keep the ground around the roots well moistened. 

Young, thrifty trees are the best. 


Apples 


Throughout the mountainous district of California as fine apples. are produced as can be found anywhere. 
In the valleys late varieties show a tendency to earliness and lack keeping qualities. They will thrive in almost 
any well drained soil except stiff clay or very light land. Plant at least 30 feet apart, cut back young trees 
to 18 to 24 inches and branch' low. Will bear in three years.

For the culture of small fruits the ground should be loose, rich and well drained. Irrigation is often re- 
resorted to. 

Blackberries are propagated from suckers. They should be planted in rows six or eight feet apart and 
hree feet in the row. Cut canes close to ground when set out; bear first year. 

Currants. These are adapted to but a limited area, as they are impatient of heat. Grown from cuttings. 
plant in rows five or six feet apart and two and a half feet in the row. 

Gooseberries. Suitable to a circumscribed area, too much heat and dryness subjects them to mildew. 
Grown from cuttings. Plant in rows five or six feet apart and two and a half feet in the row. 

Raspberries Strange tosay, Black caps, the most delicious of all raspberries are but little grown in Cal- 
ifornia. Black caps are propagated from the tips of the canes, while red varieties are grown from suckers 
Plant in rows six feet apart and three feet in the row. j 

Strawberries. Strawberries do not seem to thrive on very hot interior lands even if moisture is given. 
In nearly all other locations they do well. The size of berries and continuance of crop depends upon the avail- 
able supply of moisture. The land should be carefully graded so that the water will flow evenly and gradually 
between the rows. Plant in double rows on single ridges; set the plants one foot apart.

stance, plants set 2 x 3 feet, each plant would require six square feet—43.560 divided by 6 gives 7,260—the 
number of plants required for an acre at the above distances.
